The United States isolated alik e in 
its prosperity , its independence and 
its power mu st recognize the 'obliga­ 
tion imposed by this ex ceptional posi 
tion, he declared. 
In his address, deliv ered in the tra­ 
ditional place before the great dome of 
the capitol, bu t by the magic of the 
radio carried far bey ond the thou sands 
who had gathered to hear him, to mil­ 
lions thru ou t the cou ntry , the presi­ 
dent preached a gospel of internation­ 
al cooperation and domestic economy 
with a ferv or that was at times deep 
ly religiou s. 


The president reemphasized gov ern­ 
mental economy and tax redu ction as 
the basic internal policies of his ad­ 
ministration. 
The cost of gov ernment 
he said, shou ld he cu t before gov ern­ 
ment became more of a bu rden than 
a protection to the people.

A thorough study of oil emulsions 
for use as insecticides has been be­ 
gun by the bureau of entomology of 
the United States Department of Agri­ 
culture during the past year, and im­ 
portant progress hits been made, es­ 
pecially toward increasing t lie stabil­ 
ity of emulsions in hard w ater and 
lime-sulphur solutions. 
The investi­ 
gation of miscellaneous insecticides 
has been continued at the laboratories 
in Washington and at the nearby field 
station at Silver Spring. M(l„ and co­ 
operative tests on a commercial scale 
are made by the Washington labor­ 
atories and various field stations on 
new or improved preparations.

Honolulu.—Investigation 
of

properties of the pulp of young coco­ 
nuts has developed that they contain 
all the constituents of human moth­ 
ers’ milk , and perhaps may be used in 
the tropics to tak e the place of moth 
ers’ 
milk , 
according 
to 
statements 
made before tin* i’aii-Pacific science 
council here by Dr. X. 1‘. Larsen ol 
the Queen's hospital, Honolulu. 
It developed during the meeting tii.it 
several Hawaiians present had heea 
weaned on coconut pulp, but it is be­ 
lieved the nnnounceuunt by D.» ct r 
Larsen is the first to he made of the 
actual chemical properties of the pulp 
and milk of coconuts. 
It was pointed out that the milk 
of the water buffalo, being five times 
as rich as cow’s milk , might be 
added 
to dehydrated pulp of young coconuts 
and served in place of 
m o th e r s milk 
in feeding children when necessary. 
Deep interest has been 
tak en in 
the possibility 
of this dehydration, 
and 
several mainland scientists have be n 
ask ed to experiment further and 
re­ 
port to the Ban-Pacific Research in­ 
stitute here.

Respo nsible fo r Crime

GOITER IN COLORADO 


I)R. FR ED ERICK 1« . GREEN

A 
S SOON as a new m ethod of tre a t­ 
m ent or a new and b e tte r reason 
for the existence of a disease is an- 
nou need, scientific men all over the 
cou ntry b egin to investigate conditions 
in different localities. 
T he interest in goiter in Ohio, Mich­ 
igan. Wisconsin and other states, has 
cau sed a stu dy of this condition every ­ 
where. 
In a recent issu e of “ United 
S tates 
Pu b lic 
H ealth 
R eports,” 
I)r. 
Rob ert Olsen, su rgeon of the United 
S tates pu b lic health service, presents 
a report on the prevalence of goiter 
in Colorado. 
Doctor Olsen was sent 
to this Mate at the requ est of the 
Colorado b oard 
of health 
to deter­ 
mine the extent of goiter in that state 
and, if possib le, to ascertain the cau se. 
A .su rvey of the D enver city schools 
showed that ou t of 9,05(> girls b etween 
the ages of eight and tw enty -tw o, 2,043, 
or 27 per cent, had some kind of en­ 
largem ent of the thy roid gland. 
A 
Red 
Cross 
su rvey 
in 
eight 
cities 
showed that ou t of 1,702 children, or 
S2o b oy s and 937 girls, b etween the 
ages of nine and twenty , thy roid en­ 
largem ent was fou nd in 53 per cent of 
the hoy s and 73 per cent of the girls. 
In Colorado S prin gs 38 per cent of 
the b oy s and 44 per cent of the girls 
had enlarged thy roids. 
T he total re­ 
su lts for the entire sta te showed ab ou t 
the sam e proportions. 
As u su ally happens when 
special 
attention is given to any particu lar 
disease, it w as fou nd tha t goiter was 
mu ch more common than had b een 
generally su pposed. 
On accou nt of 
lack of time and money , the su rvey 
w as confined to the cities, no attem pt 
b eing m ade to find ou t how prevalent 
goiter is in the cou ntry disflb iets or 
w hether it is more or less common 
there than in the towns. 
R egarding the cau se of goiter, it is 
now pretty generally agreed that most 
of sim ple enlargem ents of the thy roid 
are cau sed b y lack of iodine, either in 
the fo o d nr the driu king water. 
N at­ 
u rally , the easiest way to remedy this 
condition Is to provide enou gh i- dine 
for the b ody . Iodine is fou nd in sea 
w ater, sea weeds, and sea foods of all 
kinds. 
It is lacking, b oth in the soil 
and in the w ater, in localities far re­ 
moved from the 
sea coast. 
Perhaps 
this need of the hu man b ody for a cer­ 
tain am ou nt of iodine Is du e to the 
fact that all life came originally from 
the sea and we still need som e of the 
elem ents fu rnished b y the sea to keep 
u s strong and healthy .
